SPREADING FAVOR FOR THE MUTUELS. 



It Is somewhat surprising, yet Interesting, to 
observe how attentively the L*Hii.svIIIe return to 
the Mutnel system of betting Is being consldere*! 
In the other centers of racing. The. recent decision of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals renders It practically 
certain that the same betting means will be In use 
at Latonia, but the matter docs not stop there. 
The Baltimore officials and those of the Canadian 
tracks are also scanning tbe matter closely, an*i 
the manifest success that has attended the experi- 
ment at LouisTllle Is financially appealing. It is 
quite evident that the revenne to the club largely 
exceeds that derived from booking last year, and 
It Is qnite likely to Increase when good weather 
r-omes and the people can go to the races comfort- 
alil.v. It Is not Improbable that $100,000 In tickets 
will be sold in a day before the meeting closes. 
That would be equivalent to the revenue from fifty 
liooks. a numlier unknown at I»nisvnie. This is 
exclusive of tbe return from tbe auctions, no slight 
Sium itself.
